Indianapolis, July 18.—John W. Kern 
was bom December 20, 1849, at the vil¬ 
lage of Alto. Howard county, Indian?., 
His father. Dr. Jacob W. Kern, was a 
Virginian by birth, who removed to 
Shelby county,.Ind., in 1836, and lived 
there until 1846, when he moved into 
the new northern country. 

John Kern’s mothei was Nancy Lig¬ 
gett, and she and Dr, Kern were nur^ 
ried in Warren county, OKo. 

In 1854, when John Kern was 5 years 
old. the family removed to Warren 
county. Iowa. From the time he went 
to Iowa until he was 15 years old, he 
did not see a railroad train.

Two children were 
left, John and his sister, who is now 
Mrs. Isaac Engel, of Daleville, Va. 
John was educated in the district 
schools and he continued this education 
by attending the Indiana Normal School 
of Kokomo, Ind., riding horseback ten 
miles each way everv day. Later he 
taught school near Alto. He earned 
to enter Ann Arbor, graduating from 
•the law department of Michigan Uni- 
yersity in 1869. He immediately began 
practicing in Kokomo, Ind. He was 
“drafted" when he was 21 years old to 
make the race for the Legislature in 
the Reoublican county of Howard, but 
was defeated. He was chosen City At¬ 
torney of Kokomo for six terms over 
Republican aspirants. In 1884 he was 
elected reporter of the Supreme Court. 
Since then Indianapolis has been bis 
home, where he has practiced law. 

Mr. Kern has worked in every cam¬ 
paign, served the county in the Legis¬ 
lature and was the leader of his party 
in the State Senate. He was City At¬ 
torney und-r the last two administra¬ 
tions of Mayor Thomas Taggart, from. 

I October, 1SSC. to October, 1901. In 1900 
! bo was nominated for Governor, but 
was defeated. Before the St. Louis 
convention of four years ago Mr. 
Kern's name had been prominently 
mentioned among the vice presidential 
possibilities. 

Mr. Kern has been president of the 
Commercial Club and has always been 
conspicuous in all State and civic move¬ 
ments. Mrs. Kern is prominent in all 
of the social and literaly affairs of the 
city. Miss Julia Kern, their daughter, 
is well known socially.

5 years old.

Denver, July 11.—It is Bryan/of 
Nebraska, and Kern, of Indiana, with 
the thunder of the heavens roaring its 
approval. John Worth Kern, of Indi¬ 
ana, was nominated for the vice presi¬ 
dency to-day.
